New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its 
forest fire problem—97 percent of all our forest fires being 
man-caused and preventable—a serious indictment of inter- 
est in our own welfare and that of our neighbor. Both the 
State and the towns are striving diligently to effectively 
meet the challenge through education of the public to the 
threat fire presents to our woodlands; by maintaining a 
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well trained corps of wardens and deputy wardens in every 
community and by providing ample opportunity for all who 
wish to dispose of unwanted waste materials. Careless and 
perverseness, however, continue to be the big hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters and fish- 
ermen; careless burning of debris during hazardous periods 
in dangerous locations; illegal burning; improperly ex- 
tinguished debris, camp and cook fires—all result in serious 
loss of property, disruption of industry and farm work and 
unnecessary expenditure of town and state funds. 

To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your com- 
munity and your local forest fire warden need YOUR 
thoughtful and cooperative effort—The rules are simple. 

1. Don’t burn at home—use your town dump and 
avoid all fire problems. 

2. If you do burn, be sure to secure a written permit 
from your local forest fire warden .when the 
ground is not covered with snow. Permits are 
required for open debris fires, home incinerators, 
outdoor fire places and camp fires. Your warden is 
instructed to permit burning if weather conditions, 
site and type of burning are safe. 

3. Be sure that all ighted material—cigars, cigarettes 
and matches—are completely out before discarding 
them. Use ash trays in automobiles. 

4. Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires 
are completely out before leaving them. 

5. Insist that others be careful and comply with burn- 
ing requirements. 

6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and 
aid him to extinguish it.

To the School Board and citizens of Litchfield, New Hamp- 
shire: | 


It is with pleasure that I submit my third annual re- 
port as your Superintendent of Schools. 

In the past year two important changes have taken 
place that are being reflected in many ways in the educa- 
tional well being of the Litchfield Elementary School. Num- 
ber one was the decision of the voters of Litchfield to follow 
the recommendations of your School Board and Superin- 
tendent in providing better teachers’ salaries. Number two 
was the establishment of single units in grades 3 and 4, 
thereby allowing Mrs. Doyle and Mrs. Westneat time to 
work more closely with the various groupings in their re- 
spective grades. Another addition to the program has been 
the music program introduced by the teachers on their own 
initiative. Your children like to sing and it is wonderful that 
they are being given the opportunity to enjoy and appreci- 
ate music at their grade level. The Rinehart Handwriting 
System has been another valuable addition to the instruc- 
tional program this year. Teachers and children alike in 
grades 1 through 6 are working together toward the im- 
provement of handwriting in your school. 

Under the leadership of Mr. Econ with the full coopera- 
tion of his teaching staff Litchfield is experiencing one of its 
most productive years. To insure the continued success of 
this program it is necessary to maintain continuity in your 
teaching staff. Your School Board and Superintendent’s 
recommendations are reflected in the School District Bud- 
get and it is my hope that you will think of salary-increases 
in terms of your children’s welfare and vote accordingly.

Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit my annual report as the Helping 
Teacher in the Litchfield School System. 

A Helping Teacher works for better coordination of the 
instructional program, coordination within the school and 
interpretation of its goals in the community. 

I have been very pleased with the accomplishments 
gained in the classrooms of the Litchfield school. These ac- 
complishments are not easily attained. Indeed they depend 
upon the ability and character of the teachers involved. 

Your superintendent and school board have staffed 
your school with competent teachers. You should be proud 
of your children attending classes at the Litchfield school, 
for here is a school interested in producing a worthwhile 
group of young citizens. I have yet to visit the school and 
witness any irregularities in good manners and discipline. I 
mention this as a preface to my report since I feel that it is 
both timely and significant and certainly indicative of excel- 
lent character development. 

Much has been written lately about methods, results, 
procedures, techniques of teaching reading. There is little 
actually to be alarmed at. Your school is providing adequate 
instruction in reading. The children possess the necessary 
equipment to attack new words, that it, the phonics part of 
reading development. We must keep in mind the fact that 
children progress at different rates of speed. Our teachers 
are providing for these individual differences daily, this 
holds true for several areas—not reading alone. Reading 
instruction in our school revolves around a sound basic set 
of graded textbooks, namely, the Scott-Foresman Series. 
Rich experiences in basic skills implement any reading pro- 
gram. Our textbooks provide these experiences daily. Teach- 
er’s guides and manuals assure us of this. 

School budget demands are burdensome to the Litch- 
field townspeople. Your superintendent and school board is 
providing the best possible equipment and materials for the 
children. 
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The Litchfield school needs an adequate library so that 
children may make use of its facilities. Teachers awaken the 
interest in reading, parents help here also when they pur- 
chase books geared to the interest level of the children. Our 
school needs supplementary reading matter in all areas of 
the curriculum. 


I would further recommend that our school obtain the 
services of a music supervisor and an art supervisor. These 
valuable curriculum coordinators assist the already over- 
burdened teacher with plans and procedures geared to the 
needs of the children along these special areas. These special 
subjects lend themselves to several content areas within 
the present curriculum. 


The Silver-Burdett series, “Making Sure of Arithmetic” 
is used in the arithmetic program in the elementary grades. 
It is a popular series and I am pleased to find the teachers 
and children making successful strides in its use. The pub- 
lishing company makes available (free of charge) to our 
supervisory union the services of an arithmetic consultant. 
This year and in years to come we will avail ourselves of 
the services of this specialist so that teachers, in meeting 
with her annually, may discuss their problems and learn of 
recent approaches to the teaching of arithmetic. 


Although the language arts is somewhat of an over- 
crowded content area we can rest assured that the teachers 
are performing their tasks diligently without equivocation. 


Consider the content of the language arts and you will 
realize the responsibility of teachers: reading, (and associat- 
ed skills) writing, spelling, composition, (oral & written) 
poetry, vocabulary, dictionary usage, phonics, choral speak- 
ing, literature, and dramatics—these and several more con- 
stitute a well-rounded program. 


I have observed many of these specific areas being 
taught in the Litchfield school by teachers who have care- 
fully worked out plans and procedures. The results are most 
satisfactory. 


Through my affiliation with several professional or- 
ganizations, such monthly periodicals as are listed below 
are routed to your school in hopes of keeping the teachers 
abreast of developments within the profession. These peri- 
odicals with their provocative articles include: 
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The Science Teacher 

Elementary English 

The Elementary School Principal 
The English Journal 

The Elementary School Journal 
The Math Teacher 

The Arithmetic Teacher 
Educational Leadership 

The N. E. A. Journal 

Journal of Developmental Reading 


Several bulletins of my own composition are forward- 
ed individual teachers for their files. So far this year these 
bulletins have concerned themselves with these topics: 
“Written Language Techniques,” “Suggestions for the Im- 
provement of Pupil Neatness,” “The Use of Homonyms,” 
“Responsibilities to Substitute Teachers,’ “Phonics in 
Grades 1 & 2,” “A Word About Cadet Teachers.” At grade 
level meetings of all supervisory union teachers they have 
mentioned the value of these occasional bulletins. A regu- 
lar monthly newsletter originates from my office and is dis- 
tributed to all teachers, principals, nurses and supervisors, 
and school board members of the supervisory union. The 
purpose of this medium is multi-fold, many articles of in- 
terest to the busy teacher are briefly outlined as are impor- 
tant dates and meetings of the month. Teachers and princi- 
pals are encouraged to use this newsletter to strengthen 
their relationships socially or otherwise. Significant obser- 
vations of classroom procedures and techniques are noted 
thereon. 


Annually the Litchfield school administers a valuable 
testing program. In the fall the California Tests of Mental 
Maturity are given and a school wide achievement test is 
administered in the spring. The results of these tests help 
in the guidance program and afford teachers an opportunity 
to acquaint themselves with the abilities, strengths, and pos- 
sible weaknesses of the children. I strongly recommend con- 
tinuation of this testing program and possibly making use 
of other standardized tests to implement an area of great 
concern in schools today. 


A report of this nature would be incomplete if we omit- 
ted the valuable opinion of the principal and teacher of the 
school, Mr. Harry Econ, who, as you well know, capably 
teaches his combined seventh and eight grade and performs 
the multitudinous duties as administrator. 
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Principal’s Report 

The introduction of the Rinehart Handwriting System 
into the Curriculum of the Litchfield Elementary School 
has shown excellent results. Under the direct supervision 
that the plan offers made it possible to obtain a set program, 
beginning in grades 1 through 6. Teachers and students 
have become writing conscious. They have recognized and 
stressed neatness with a set pattern. 

Our Speech Correction teacher working with the teach- 
ers, school nurse and with the cooperation of parents, has 
taken the problem out of the class room giving the indivi- 
dual student the proper training needed. Great progress has 
been shown to the individual student. 

The Elocution teacher has given our Junior High 
grades the proper training in public speaking. Results of the 
Union Prize Speaking Contest show that the contestants 
from Litchfield Elementary School took high honors, again 
another step of great progress.
